Negroes Took the Word “ Fight'* for 


‘•Fire" in a Church, 


STRUCK ON T H E HEAD A B0U T E W H TY DEAD.

New York, Sept 20.—An autopsy per- 
formed od the body of Mr*. Joseph Pu­ 
litzer, who w u mysteriously murdered 
In a Fifty Eighth street flat and arbota 
body wan found In the Morris canal, 
showed that her death wag caused pri­ 
marily by a knife wound in the ab 
flomen, and not by chloral. 
Several 
blown were struck on her bead before 
death, but the skull was not fractured, 
and there ware no signs of cerebral 
hemorrhage. 
A police dragnet ha* been thrown 
out for William Hooper Young, grand- 
■on of tha groat Mormon leader, Brig­ 
ham Young, who is suspected of the 
killing. 
Among the books found In Yonng's 
room In tha Fifty-Eighth street flat 
was the corer of a small memorandum, 
on the front of which was stamped In |

lowed by Biblical references, inducing 
an excerpt from the book of Corinth­ 
ians, reading: 
“To deliver such an one unto Satan 
for the destruction of the flesh, that 
the spirit may be saved in the dny of 
the Lord Jesus.” 
It now develops that when Young's 
father sailed for France on July I, two 
of the sons went back to Utah. Hooper 
did not make bis home with his father 
but he roomed in the vicinity. Recent­ 
ly he called upon the superintendent of 
the building and demanded the kays, 
which were given him.

Just as Booker Washington conclud­ 
ed bis address Judge Billou, a negro 
lawyer from Baltimore, engaged in an 
alteraction with the choir leader con­ 
cerning an nnoccuppied seat and it Is 
said a blow was struck. Some one in 
the choir cried 
“They’re 
fighting.** 
Mistaking the word “fighting for “fire** 
the congregation arose en masse and 
■tarted tor the door. One of the min­ 
isters quickly mounted the rostrum 
and admonished the people to keep 
quiet 
He repeated the word “quiet 
several times and 
motioned to 
heavers to be tested. Again the 
cited congregation mistook “quiet" for 
"fire’’ and rushed pelt mell for the 
door. 
Men and women crawled over 
benches, fought their way into the 
aisles and these who had fallen were 
trampled on like cattle. 
The minis­ 
ters tried again to stop the stampede, 
but no power on earth could stay the 
struggling, fighting mass of humanity. 
The screams of women and children 
added to the horror of the scene and 
through m^re 
fright many 
persons 
fainted and as they feH to the floor 
were crushed tp death. 
The level of the floor is about fifteen 
feet from the ground and long steps 
lead to the sidewalk from the lobby 
just outside Jhe 
main 
auditorium 
Brick walls extend on each side of 
these steps for six or seven feet, and 
this proved a veritable death trap. Ne­ 
groes who had reached the top of the 
steps were pushed violently forward 
and 
many fell. 
Before they 
could 
move others fell upon them and in fif­ 
teen minutes persons were piled upon 
each other to a height of ten feet. This 
wall of struggling mass of humanity 
blocked the entrance, and the weight 
of 1500 persons was pushed against it. 
More than twenty persons lying on 
the 
steps 
underneath the 
heap 
of 
bodies died from suffocation. 
Two whits men who were in the rear 
of the church when the rush began es­ 
caped and realizing the seriousness of 
the situation rushed to a corner near | 
by and turned in a fire alarm. The de­ 
partment came quickly, and the arrival 
of the wagons served to scatter the 
crowd which had gathered around the 
front of the church. A squad of police 
was also hastened to the church, and 
with the firemen succeeded in releas­ 
ing the negroes from the pinioned posi­ 
tions in the entrance. The dead bodies 
were quickly moved and the crowd in­ 
side finding an outlet came 
pouring 
out. Scores of them lost their footing 
and rolled down the long steps to the 
pavement, sustaining broken limbs and 
internal 
injuries. 
In an 
hour 
the 
church had been 
practically 
cleared 
and the sight which greeted the eyes of 
those who had come to aid the injured 
was sickening. 
Down the aisles and 
along the outside of the pews the dead 
bodies of men and women were strew­ 
ed and the cries of the maimed and 
crippled we 3 heartrending. 
In a few 
minutes the work of 
removing 
the 
bodies was begun, and the 
wails of 
the relatives of the dead who had wait­ 
ed on the outside could be heard for 
several blocks. 
The Shiloh church Is located just in 
the edge of the South Highlands, the 
fashionable residence section of this 
city, and all the physicians living in 
that part of town went to the a s sist. 
■nee of the injured. 
As many of the 
suffering negroes as could be moved by 
the ambulances were taken to the hoe 
pitals and the rest were laid out on 
(he fM ta i. and there the physicians 
attaste# (kern. At least fifteen of* those 
brought out Injured died before they 
could be moved from the ground. 
Most of the dead are women, and the 
physicians say in 
many 
cases 
they 
fainted and died from suffocation. A 
remarkable feature of the calamity is 
that no blo d was seen on any of the 
victims. They were either crushed or 
died from suffocation.

The de­ 
partm ent came quickly, and the arrival 
of the wagons served to scatter the 
crowd which had gathered around the 
front of the church. 
A squad of police 
was also hastened to the church, and 
with the firemen succeeded In releas­ 
ing the negroes from the pinioned posi­ 
tions in the entrance. The dead bodies 
were quickly moved and the crowd in ­ 
side finding an outlet came 
pouring 
o u t 
Scores of them lost their footing 
and rolled down the long steps to the 
pavement, sustaining broken limbs and 
internal 
injuries. 
In an 
hour 
the 
church had been 
practically 
cleared 
and the sight which greeted the eyes of 
those who had come to aid the Injured 
was sickeaing. 
Down the aisles and 
along the outside of the pews the dead 
bodies of men and women were strew ­ 
ed and the cries of the 
maimed 
and 
crippled was heartrending. 
In a few 
minutes the work of 
rem oving 
the 
bodies was begun, and the 
wails of 
the relatives of the dead who had w att­ 
ed on the outside could be heard for 
several blocks. 
The Shiloh church is located just in 
the edge of the South H ighlands, the 
fashionable residence section of this 
city, and all the physicians living In 
th at part of town went to the assist­ 
ance of the injured.
